The License Tax on Tobac«o. 


Commissioner Ranm, ot the Internal 


Revenue Department, has promulgated 
the following decision in regard to the 
proper construction of the act passed 
by the last congress, amending the In- 
ternal Revenue laws so as to exempt 
certain dealers in leaf tobacco from the 
$25 license tax: 


1. In regard to the amount of leaf 


tobacco branded by such dealers, their 
sales and consignments cannot exceed 
25,000 in any one special tax year. 


2 Thig class of dealers can only pur- 


chase or receive leaf tobacco in the 
hand. 


3. Dealers under this $5 special tax 


can only sell or ofier for sale, or con- 
sign for sale on commission, such leaf 
tobacco as they purchase or receive di- 
rectly from farmers or planters who 
have produced the fame on land owned, 
rented or leased by them, or received as 
rent from tenants, etc.

fully pervade the whole country, until 
every citizen, rich or poor, white or 
black, is secure in the free and equal 
enjoyment of every civil and political 


your right guaranteed by the constitution 


and laws. 
Wherever the enjoyment of 


these rights is not assured,discontent will 
prevail; immigration will cease and so- 
cial and industrial forces will continue to 


be disturbed by the migration of la- 
borers, and a consequent diminution of 
prosperity. 
The national government 


should exercise all its constitutional 
authority to put an end to these evils, 
for all the people and all the states are 
members of one body, and no member 
can suffer without injury to all, 
The 


most serious evils which now afflict the 
south arise from the fact that there is 
not such freedom and toleration of po- 
litical opinion and action that the mi- 
nority party can exercise an effective 
and wholesome restraint upon the par- 
ty in power. 
Without such restraint 


party rule becomes tyrannical, and the 
high prosperity which is made possible 
in the south, by its great advantages of 
soil and climate, will never be realized 
until every voter can freely and safely 
support any party he please?. 


EDUCATION. 


Next In importance to freedom and 


justice is popular education, without 
which ^neither justice nor freedom can 
be permanently maintained, Jti inter- 
ests are intrusted In the Slates and to 
the voluntary action of tUe people. 
Whatever help tlio uation can justly af- 
ford should be geneiously given lo aid 
the States in supporting common schools, 
but it would be unjust to our people, and 
dangerous |to our institutions to apply 
any portion of the resources of the na- 
tion, or of the States, to Ihe support of 
sectarian schools.
